Tuesday under which home 
owners using oil must lower 
their thermostats six degrees. 
All others using oil tor heat 
must lower their thermostats 
ten degrees. 
Here, in question and 
answer 
form , 
is 
an 
explanation 
of the plan, 
subject to official revision 
before its final adoption. 
Q. 
Does 
absolutely 
everybody have to lower his 
heat? 
A. Not everybody. Just 
householders and building 
operators who heat with 
“middle distillate fuel*' that 
includes the usual “Number 
Two** home heating oil, 
kerosene, range oil, stove oil 
and diesel fuel. Those who 
heat 
with 
natural 
gas, 
electricity, wood or some 
other fuel are requested to 
cut their fuel consumption 
but are not legally required 
to do so. * 
Q. If I have to reduce my 
heating by government ordfer, 
why don*t those others? 
A. Oil is a heating fuel 
whose deliveries can 
be 
controlled. It is much more 
difficult, in fact nearly 
impossible, to cut deliveries 


of electricity and natural gas 
for heating without creating 
serious problems and safety 
hazards. The administration 
is studying ways to cut the 
use of electricity and natural 
gas, possibly by imposing 
some sort of tax or surcharge 
on excess consumption. But 
it has not yet come up with a 
plan. 
Q. What right does the 
government have to tell me 
how to heat my home? 
A. 
It has the legal 
authority, based on 
1973 
amendments to the 
1970 
Economic Stabilization Act 
—

' ' E a g l e t on. 
Amendment*’ — to control 
the distribution of fuels. It 
has 
been 
controlling 
distribution of home heating 
oil at the wholesale level 
since Nov. 1. Now, it plans to 
extend that control to the 
final consumer. 
Q. Why is this necessary? 
A. Because the United 
States has been increasing its 
fuel demand faster than its 
supply. The Arab oil nations 
made our problem worse by 
cutting off their shipments of 
oil to the United States last 
October. Thus,

gasoline, home heating oil, 


industrial oil diesel and jet 
fiiel — must be cut.

Rationing looms as alternative 
50 m.p.h. speed limit another Prohibition? 


By Tom Tiede 
NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
When the speed limit was 
reduced to 50 m.p.h. on New 
Jersey’s highways early this 
month, a policeman stopped 
a truck driver going a flat- 
out 75. When the cop re­ 
minded the trucker of the 
energy crisis, the driver 
snapped: “The hell with the 
energy crisis, pal, I got a 
schedule to keep.*’ 
So goes the answer to the 
presidential plea for “some 
sacrifice by some Ameri­ 
cans” during the worsening 
oil shortage. Authorities in 
several states report some 
general slowing down, on a 
volunteer basis, but, says a 
highway patrol officer in 
Pennsylvania, “I wouldn’t 
say the response has been 
overwhelming.” 
By all m easures, the 
response to sacrifice must be 
overwhelming if U.S. drivers 
are not to be slowed down by 
something other than speed 
limit modifications or volun- 
teerism. Dick Rawley of the 
Federal Highway Adminis­ 
tration says that automobiles 
account for 25 per cent of fuel 
oil consumption in the nation 
and stiffer regulations, if 
they come, will surely be in 
this oil use area. 
There seems no doubt that 
significant gasoline savings 
are possible — and with a 
minimum of public suffering. 
Gulf Oil research and devel­ 
opment engineers, for ins­ 
tance, say that late model 
engines traveling at 70 m.p.h. 
average 13.9 miles per gallon 
of gas vs. 19.6 miles for 
speeds of 40. 
The Highway Administra­ 
tion is even more optimistic 
about slowdown savings. 
Thus Norbert Tiemann, the 
federal highway administra­ 
tor, believes 50 m.p.h. speeds 
could reduce fuel use 5 per 
cent across the nation — 
enough to compensate for the 
current U.S. oil production 
shortfall. 
Yet it’s apparent there is 
opposition ¿building to the 
presidential call for lower 
speeds. The fact is only too 
obvious on the roads today. 
Though auto speed is as risky 
as it is wasteful (27 per cent of 
all fatal highway accidents 
are caused by excessive 
speed), though the National 
Safety Council says that a 
driver’s chances of highway 
death double with each 10 
m.p.h. increase in accelera­ 
tion, Americans zip about 
with abandon. A recent check 
of a stretch of the New York 
Thruway indicated half the 
cars going in excess of 75; dri­ 
vers in the rural highways of 
North Dakota go 90 and 95

The basic flimsiness of the SALT I U.S.-Sov iet disarm a­ 
ment agreem ent has alway s been the strongest reason to 
doubt whether the much adv ertised detente between the two 
nations had much real substance. 
This is offered to put in perspectiv e the arguments that our 
recent worldwide military alert at a tight moment in the 
Middle East war called the depth of detente into question. 
Aside from trade approaches clearly much desired by 
Moscow, SALT I has been the key concrete achiev ement 
used to rebut skeptics who argued that detente up to now has 
been mostly a tossing off of toasts beneath tinkling chan­ 
deliers. 
SALT I was hailed because it narrowly limited dev elop­ 
ment and deploy ment of ABM missile defense sy stems, and 
also fix ed the number of missiles each country could main­ 
tain. The Sov iet Union was giv en a numerical and percen­ 
tage adv antage in this accord, on the theory it was necessary 
to balance the acknowledged greater sophistication of our 
missile weaponry — especially that in our Polaris-Poseidon 
submarine fleet. 
The joker, of course, was that no limit w as placed upon the 
number of warheads which could be dispatched in a giv en 
nuclear missile. Since we were already deploy ing missiles 
with multiple, independently -targeted warheads (each mis­ 
sile on a Poseidon v essel has at least 10 warheads), the Rus­ 
sians wanted no ceiling so they ’d hav e a chance to play 
catch-up.

Rationing looms as alternative 


50 m.p.h. speed limit: another Prohibition? 


By Tom Tiede 
NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
When the speed limit was 
reduced to 50 m.p.h. on New 
Jersey’s highways early this 
month, a policeman stopped 
a truck driver going a flat- 
out 75. When the cop re­ 
minded the trucker of the 
energy crisis, the driver 
snapped: “The hell with the 
energy crisis, pal, I got a 
schedule to keep." 
So goes the answer to the 
presidential plea for “ some 
sacrifice by some Ameri­ 
cans” during the worsening 
oil shortage. Authorities in 
several states report some 
general slowing down, on a 
volunteer basis, but. says a 
highway patrol officer in 
Pennsylvania, “ I wouldn't 
say the response has been 
overwhelming." 
By all measures, the

WASHINGTON (NEA) 


The basic flimsiness of the SALT I U.S.-Soviet disarma­ 
ment agreement has always been the strongest reason to 
doubt whether the much advertised detente between the two 
nations had much real substance. 
This is offered to put in perspective the arguments that our 
recent worldwide military alert at a tight moment in the 
Middle East war called the depth of detente into question. 
Aside from trade approaches clearly much desired by 
Moscow, SA LT I has been the key concrete achievement 
used to rebut skeptics who argued that detente up to now has 
been mostly a tossing off of toasts beneath tinkling chan­ 
deliers. 
SALT 1 was hailed because it narrowly limited develop­ 
ment and deployment of ABM missile defense systems, and 
also fixed the number of missiles each country could main­ 
tain. The Soviet Union was given a numerical and percen­ 
tage advantage in this accord, on the theory it was necessary 
to balance the acknowledged greater sophistication of our 
missile weaponry — especially that in our Polaris-Poseidon 
submarine fleet. 
The joker, of course, was that no limit was placed upon the 
number of warheads which could he dispatched in a given 
nuclear missile. Since we were already deploying missiles 
with multiple, independently-targeted warheads (each mis­ 
sile on a Poseidon vessel has at least 10 warheads), the Rus­ 
sians wanted no ceiling so they’d have a chance to play 
catch-up. 
Yet we, too, saw the advantage of racing on with the multi- 
ples(MIRVs). One expert estimates that we will have roughly 
10.000 nuclear warheads by mid-1975, and we will not yet be 
into the era of the new-generation submarine Trident, whose 
larger, more numerous missiles may carry from 20 to 24 
warheads apiece. 
Despite our acknowledged advances, we got pretty exer­ 
cised this summer when we verified that Russia was testing 
M IRVs on one of its giant, land-based nuclear missiles. 
The newest round of SALT conversations is supposed to 
get around to putting some check on all this. Still, the guess­ 
ing has to he that agreement will come slowly. Both sides 
will he rushing to commit themselves irreversibly to M IR V ­ 
ing programs that would have to be accepted as a foundation 
for any limitations agreement. 
The trouble is, as specialist Herbert F. York writes in the 
November Scientific American, that MIRVing has a whole 
host of attractions for a major nuclear power. 
A missile with many warheads independently targeted is a 
cheaper device, if the goal is to hit many targets, than a 
whole array of single weapons separately propelled. 
In York’s view, sending off a MIRVed weapon which later 
dispatches several warheads to widely separated points ac­ 
tually goes beyond confusing an enemy's defense and ex­ 
hausts its capacity to cope adequately with the attack. 
If this is truly so, then limitations on ABM's seem generally 
irrelevant, which casts SA LT I in a weakened light and 
makes the long U.S. fuss over ABM a rather fruitless exer­ 
cise. York in his article says as much, indicating agreement 
on ABM limits might not have been attained had there not 
been what amounts to a M IR V escape clause (the issue is 
omitted.) 
The impression President Nixon sought to convey with 
SALT I was that we and the world are safer for it. But it is 
hard to disagree with the contention of York and many 
others that MIRVing, still open-ended, introduces a crucial 
element of instability into the nuclear equation. 
Indeed, many experts feel M IRVs might destroy the bal­ 
ance of deterrence and give one nation a menacing capacity 
for a preemptive first strike, beyond retaliatory power.

Comet now visible 


to Missourians 


R O L L A - “ One of the 
most spectacular comets of this 
century can now be seen by 
Missourians. 
Dr. Senne is professor of 
civil engineering and chairman 
of that department at UM R 
and his hobby is astronomy. 
For a number of years he has 
provided timetables to Missouri 
newspapers listing dates and 
times various satellites can be 
seen passing over the state. 
Dr. Senne says that by Dec. 
15, Kohoutek will be a very 
bright object in the pre-dawn 
sky.
